Dear Harold, 

The Archives has sent me quite a bit of material on the error in the FPGG 
handbill in GS 1412, some of which I sent to you (with no letter) a few days 
ago. As requested in your letter to Hal, I included a copy of my first memo on 
this subject. Should I send the new material to Liebeler? 

In connection with information in your book concerning ARNESTO RODRIGUEZ, JR. 
of New Orleans, reportedly connected with a school of languages and an official of 
the CUBAN REVOLUTIONARY COUNCIL (CRD), ant antiLG ASTRO group, your attention is 
invited to page 1 78 of CE 21 21, which reveals that ERNESTO RODRIGUEZ, probably the 
same person, did have contact with OSWALD in July or August of 1 963 . 

I agree with your Chapter 13 on the importance of Oswald's use of the 544 
Camp Street address. I am continuing some inquiries at the Archives, but there are 
some angles I cannot work on without being im Washington. For example, what if 
anything came out of the FBI investigation of this address (besides perhaps the 
short Wall reports)? Why was the Secret Service checking it too? Was the pamphlet 
with this address noticed at the time of Oswald's arrest in August? Also, it might 
be valuable to look through Oswald's possessions (i.e. the numbered FBI exhibits) 
for possible further use of this address by Oswald. If you have researched these 
points, please advise. 

I now have a microfilm copy of most of the ONI file on Oswald. There are some 
curiosities: e.g., the 2 documents marked at 19H703 may be important (not just my 
opinion); State Dept. Dispatch 224 on Robert Edward Webster (cf. CE 914, 91 7, &c.) 
was in Oswald's intelligence file. At the moment, I see nothing of major 
importance.
